Tua building fronts on tho junction 


of the two streets, as did the old Louse, 
but sits about twenty feet farther back, 
which, tbe lot being fUliron shaped, 
with tbo greater width at tbe rear, 
giyos a much more roomy entrance for 
tho apparatus. In fact, whoro the old 
house had only ono double-door ca- 
trance tho now ono baa two—ono for 
tho steamer and one for tbe rool. 


Just inside these two entrances stand 


tha engine aud reel, each provided with 
swinging harness aud each surrounded 
by ample space for batty preparations, 
the rojrn measuring 34 feet deep by 2?} 
feet at the front and 421 feet Kt the 
rear. Back of this room Is the stable, 
witb four stalls aud two large grain 
rooms. 
Tho italls are four feat wide, 


with tho patent iron-pan bottom con- 
nected with the sewer, aud each opens 
into tho engine room byufflall double 
doors, which are held in place by fast- 
enings connected with tho fire alarm 
sire?, and which open automatically 
upon tho ringing of an alaim, allowing 
the horses to go at once to thoir places 
at the apparatus. 


Ttie engine roam and stable are also 


connected by passage ways into which 
aro entrances from tbe streets—Mary 
street on tha south and Touro itreel on 
tho north. 
From the north pssiage- 


way also opens,* large washroom and 
the stairways leading to tho aeconii 
floor and to the cellar. 


The second floor hu three 
large 


rooms, a bath room and a water closet. 
The sitting room or "social hall," oc- 
cupies the entire front of the building, 
measuring about 16x22 feet, and has an 
open balcony looking up Touro street. 
On the Mary street or south side is the 
dormitory, which measures about 10x31 
feet, and on the Tonro street, or north 
side, tho officers' room which is abnut 
11 feet square. Each of these two lat- 
ter rooms is connected with the engine 
roam below by a "sliding" brass pole 
mid each Is provided with ample closet 


oom. 
Tho bnllding is heated by steam and 


lighted by both gas and electricity and 
the interior finish] throughout ia white 
maplo and pine, hardoiled.
